Hotel Suisse 
M ontreux, Switzerland 
August 17, 1947 
D ear Friends, 
This tour is progressing at such 
a speed th a t we hardly know which 
country we are in much of the time. 
I believe I last wrote in Copenha­ 
gen. We flew from there to Am ster­ 
dam on the Danish A irones and we 
had a very pleasant flight. 
Upon 
departure, we were served tea, cook­ 
ies and th e m ost delicious choco­ 
late candy bar you have ever tasted. 
W e haven’t seen any chocolate since 
we left th e States. It was interest­ 
ing to see from the air same coun­ 
try we saw from the train and boat. 
Amsterdam is a unique city 
of 
800,000 people and scores of miles of 
canals. T h e weather was rainy most 
of the tim e we were there but we 
were able to visit the RY KS Museum 
where we saw etchings and paint­ 
ings by Rem brandt. 
“The 
Night 
W atch” we found interesting and the 
guide explained it in much detail. 
We took a trip to the Isle of M ar- 
ken but were unable to look around 
m uch because of a Dutch “N orther.” 
We visited a fishing villege and saw 
people wearing modern shoes sitting 
in tea shops and even standing on 
the street eating smoked eels. We al­ 
so took a bus tour of the 
city 
of 
Amsterdam, as well as a canal tour 
and saw m any signs of the recent 
war. We visited an ancient Jewish 
Synagogue where 5,000 used to wor­ 
ship, now 400 come there. The Nazis 
took 85,000 Jews from that city, took 


them to Poland and killed them all 
in gas chambers. 
After a lengthy 
conversation w’ith our guide he told 
us he was a Jew who nad been re ­ 
leased from a concentration camp. 
He lost 150 relatives in the gas cham ­ 
ber. 
We went by 
train 
to Brussels. 
where we stayed one night. You can 
im agine our surprise the next m orn­ 
ing when we saw a car parked in 
front o f our hotel with a 
W ichita 
Falls, Texas license on it. w * vis­ 
ited the W iertz Museum, a lace shop 
where we saw lace bein? made by 
hand,- the Town Hall, where we saw 
civil m arriages being purchased by 
a woman alderm an; the arch where 
the defeated Nazis m arched out and 
cu r 'victorious boys m arched in. 
We Slayed a day and a night in 
th e city of Luxembourg and it really 
is a charm ing place. It is built ’n a 
valley and on two hlTs, which are 
connected 
by 
an 
ancient 
stone 
bridge. 
The two hills are 
honey­ 
combed with 17 miles of passage 
ways and secret tunnels chisled out 
of stone, some dating back to th e 
1500’s. We drove three miles out of 
the city to a price called H a m m 
where there is a IJn’ted States Mil­ 
itary Cemetery, v here 8,430 of our 
American solders are buried. Many 
of them were killed in the Battle of 
the Bulge. It is also the burial place 
of General Patton. 
Thp little val­ 
ley surrounded by evergreens was 
given to the United States govern­ 
m ent by some land owners and it is 
beautifully kept. We had a short

Texas Petroleum Industry Provides 
Living for One Person Out of Eight 


Jones and Fisher County folks liv­ 
ing among countless oil wells will be 
interested to learn that one out cf 
every eight Texans gets his living 
out of the petroleum industry which 
provides $1,500,000 OOO, or 23 
per 
cent of the state's income, a survey 
by the Texas Mid-Continent Oil and 
Gas Association revealed this week. 
The industry’s 48-page annual re­ 
port, “Texas Oil and Gas, 1947”, a 
source book of official figures on the 
petroleum activity of the state, em­ 
phasizes the scope of oil and gas 
production, refining, and marketing 
and its effect on the economy of 
Texas. 
Sitting atop 11,500,000,000 barrels 
of crude oil in underground forma­ 
tions (55.8 per cent of the nation’s 
known reserves), Texas in 1946, pro­ 
duced more than 75,000.000,000 bar­ 
rels which w’as more than the com­ 
bined output from four leading for­ 
eign producing countries—Venezuela, 
Russia, Iran and Saudia Arabia.

Refining added $273,564,000, 
or one-fourth, to the value of Texas 
crude oil. 
Texas in 1946 furnished 44 per 
cent of the nation’s natural gas— 
more than 1,750,000,000 cubic 
feet 
Nearly 13,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
new gas reserves were 
discovered 
during the year. 
By 
processing 
methods, the industry also recovered 
from gas wells 65,197,131 barrels of 
petroleum products, which includ­ 
ed condensate and crude oil, natural 
gasoline, and popane and butane.

The oil and gas industry 
spent 
$1,524,104,000 in Texas in 1946, the 
Association report showred. 
Out of 
each dollar spent 31.5 cents went for 
wages and salaries, 16.3 cents for 
leases and royalities, which added 
together meant that Texns work­ 
ers farmers, ranchers and other land 
owners received nearly half of each 
dollar spent. Most of the other part 
of each dollar spent remained in the 
state for taxes, and as payment for 
drilling, prospecting, supplies, and 
miscellaneous costs, such as inter­ 
est to Texas banks. 
“Furnishing 23 per cent of the to­ 
tal Texas income, petroleum might 
properly be expected to pay an equal 
share of governmental income. Ac­ 
tually, this one industry now pays 
53 per cent of all state property and 
industries and taxpayers combined 
pay only 47 per cent,” the publica­ 
tion stated. 
State and local tax records sum­ 
marized in the publication showed 
that 10.2 cents in taxes were paid on 
each barrel of oil produced, exclusive ! 
of any federal levies. Gasoline sales * 
taxes, which the industry collects J 
for the state, are not included in this 
tabulation. 
Among the finding in various sta­ 
tistical studies included in “Texas 
Oil and Gas” were: 
Texas oil men 
drill deeper each year for new oil 
pools: 
1946’s average wildcat dis­ 
covery well was 6,083 feet deep. 
Oil men put down 7,804 new holes 
in proven and wildcat territories. Of 
the 1,591 exploratory wells drilled in 
1946, 281 made producers. 
That’s 
17.66 per cent. 
Driling costs last year had climbed 
to an average of $77,400 per explor- 
tory test—almost two and one-half 
times the cost IO years ago. 
New wells increased underground 
oil reserves by an estimated 1,500,- 
000,000 barrels in 1946. 
Ninety-two 
per cent came from extensions and 
revisions of known fields; eight per 
cent came from new discoveries. 
Texas has 3.000 of the nation’s 
13,475 companes engaged in oil pro­ 
duction. 
Crude prices in 1946, which lagged 
behind wages increases, also were 
well behind prices of other commod­ 
ities. Based on Bureau of Labor sta­ 
tistics, the Association’s study show­ 
ed that the $1.43 average posted 
crude price in 1946 was 77.3 per cent 
of the 1926 index level of IOO while 
the wholesale price of all commodi­ 
ties was 120.9 per cent of the index 
figures. 
Texas oil and gas pipelines total 
65,720 miles, with 22 major Texas 
projects totaling 8,584 miles cur­ 
rently under construction or plann­ 
ed, of which 1,530 mles will be laid 
entirely within the state. 
Texas plants in 1946 refined 66.2 
per cent of all the oil produced in 
the state, a total of 503,431,000 bar-

As the first cattle 
baron on the plains, he had located 
his Old Home ranch in the Palo 
Duro canyons in 1876, and the J. A.

JucLe Benjamin Horton White, 
who later became known as the be­ 
loved father of Donley County, knew 
that he had hesitated long enough.

Charles Goodnight listened atten­ 
tively to the judge, and then offered 
to personally present the need to 
the assembled stockmen.

T. R. Dickson, the secretary: was in­ 
structed to figure the cost per capta 
and to mail individual bills to each 
member. 
And thus was instigated the first 
| public school in the Panhandle of 
Texas. 
In a picket house and on 
planks nailed across dry goods boxes, 
sat the first class; The White boys, 
the Phillips boys, the Allen girls, the 
Wagner children, and Wally Parks. 


“The commission hopes that peo­ 
ple in all wakes of life will contr- 
bute—from school children in the 
first grade to our wealthiest pat­ 
riots,’’ chairman Gregory said. 
Chairman Gregory said that $175,-

As all of us know, this area in good 
crop years needs the valuable assist­ 
ance of migratory farm laborers from 
Mexico. Hamlin was one of the first 
towns in this section to provide a free 
Migratory Labor Camp. At the pres­ 
ent time, the camp is badly run down 
and does not provide the facilities so 
badly needed. 
Plans are being formed to build new 
bath rooms, sheds and other camp 
facilities, including a small cafe for 
these people. Something should be 
done or the area might face a drastic 
shortage of cotton pickers. 


the farmer and the businessman are 
vitally concerned. Businessmen im­ 
proved the camp site and have kept 
it up in the past. They are willing to 
go a big share of the contemplated 
improvements, which would probably 
amount to several thousand dollars. 
They will appreciate the backing, fi­ 
nancially and otherwise, of farmers 
throughout this area. Contributions 
from farmers will be gladly accepted 
and used in this work.

Local people are willing to accept the 
responsibility of the camp’s opera­ 
tion—but will appreciate any advice 
or assistance from farmer friends.

Watch" wnp found interesting and the 
guide explained it in much detail. 
We took a trip to the Isle of Mar- 
ken but were unable to look around 
much because cf a Dutch “Norther.’* 
We visited a fishing viilege and saw 
people w’earing modem shoes sitting 
in tea shops and even standing on 
the street eating smoked eels. We al­ 
so took a bus tour of the 
city 
of 
Amsterdam, as well as a canal tour 
and saw many signs of the recent 
war. We visited an ancient Jewish 
Synagogue where 5,000 used to wor­ 
ship, now 400 come there. The Nazis 
took 85,000 Jews from that city, took 


them to Poland and killed them all 
in gas chambers. 
After a lengthy 
conversation with our guide he told 
us he was a Jew who nad been re­ 
leased from a concentration camp. 
He lost 160 relatives in the gas cham­ 
ber. 
We went by train 
to Brussels, 
where we stayed one night. You can 
imagine our surprise the next morn­ 
ing when we saw a car parked In 
front of our hotel with a 
Wichita 
Falls, Texas license on it. 
w . vis­ 
ited the Wiertz Museum, a lace shop 
where we saw lace being made by 
hand,* the Town Hall, where we saw 
civil marriages being purchased by 
a woman alderman; the arch where 
the defeated Nazis marched out and 
our victorious boys marched in. 
We r;ayed a day and a night in 
the city of Luxembourg and it really 
is a charming place. It is bnUt !r» a 
valley and on two hiTs, which are 
connected 
by 
an 
ancient 
stone 
bridge. 
The two hills are 
honey­ 
combed with 17 miles of passage 
ways and secret tunnels chisled out 
of stone, some dating back to the 
1500’s. We drove three miles out of 
the city to a plc.ce called Ha nun 
v/here there is n IJn'ted States Mil­ 
itary Cemetery, v lure 8,430 of our 
American soldiers are buried. Many 
of them were killed in the Battle of 
the Bulge. It is also the burial place 
of General P*t+on. 
The little val­ 
ley surrounded by evergreens was 
given to the United States govern­ 
ment by some land owners and it is 
beautifully kept. 
We had a short 


memorial service under the flair and 
we noticed some French people were 
standing near. They were silent as 
the servce began and even though 
they did not understand our wordc, 
they understood our feelings and 
their tears were mingled with ours. 
We have discovered that there are 
foreign languages, customs and dress 
but there are no “foreign'* tears, 
laughter, sorrow and happiness They 
are shared and understood in any 
nation. 
We went by train from Luxem­ 
bourg to Basle, Switzerland. Enroute

Texas Petroleum Industry Provides 
Living for One Person Out of Eight 


Jones and FLsher County folks liv­ 
ing among countless oil wells will be 
Interested to learn th a t one out cf 
every eight Texans gets his living 
out of the petroleum industry which 
provides $1,500,000 OOO, or 23 
per 
cent of the state's income, a survey 
by the Texas M id-Continent Oil and 
Gas Association revealed this week. 
The industry’s 48-page annual re­ 
port, “Texas Oil and Gas, 1947”, 
a 
source book of official figures on the 
petroleum activity of the state, em ­ 
phasizes the scope of oil and gas 
production, refining, and m arketing 
and its effect on the economy of 
Texas. 
Sitting atop 11,500,000,000 barrels 
of crude oil in underground form a­ 
tions (55.8 per cent of the nation’s 
known reserves!, Texas in 1946, pro­ 
duced more than 75,000,000,000 bar­ 
rels which was more th an the com­ 
bined output from four leading for­ 
eign producing countries—Venezuela, 
Russia, Iran and Saudia Arabia. 
The oil and gas 
industry spent 
$1,524,104,000 in Texas in 1946, the 
Association report shewed. 
Out of 
each dollar spent 31.5 cents went for 
wages and salaries, 16.3 cents for 
leases and royalties, which added 
together m eant th a t Texas work­ 
ers farmers, ranchers and other land 
owners received nearly half of each 
dollar spent. Most of the other part 
of each dollar spent rem ained in the 
state for taxes, and as paym ent for 
drilling, prospecting, supplies, and 
miscellaneous costs, such as in ter­ 
est to Texas banks. 
“Furnishing 23 per cent of the to­ 
tal Texas income, petroleum m ight 
properly be expected to pay an equal 
share of governmental Income. Ac­ 
tually, this one industry now pays 
53 per cent of all state property and 
industries and taxpayers 
combined 
pay only 47 per cent,” the publica­ 
tion stated. 
State and local tax records sum ­ 
marized in the publication showed 
th at 10.2 cents in taxes were paid on 
each barrel of oil produced, exclusive 
of any federal levies. Gasoline sales 


rels. 
Refining added $273,564,000, 
or one-fourth, to the value of Texas 
crude oil. 
Texas in 1946 furnished 44 per 
cent of the nation’s natural gas— 
more than 1,750,000,000 cubic 
feet 
Nearly 13,000,000.000 cubic feet of 
new gas reserves were 
discovered 
during the year. 
By 
processing 
methods, the industry also recovered 
from gas wells 65,197,131 barrels of 
petroleum products, w’hich includ­ 
ed condensate and crude oil, natural 
gasoline, and popane and butane.

Based on Bureau of Labor sta­ 
tistics, the Association’s study show­ 
ed th a t the $1.43 average posted 
crude price in 1946 was 77.3 per cent 
of the 1926 index level of IOO while 
the wholesale price of all commodi­ 
ties was 120.9 per cent of the index 
figures. 
Texas oil and gas pipelines total 
65,720 miles, with 22 m ajor Texas 
projects totaling 8,584 miles cur­ 
rently under construction or plann­ 
ed, of which 1,530 mles will be laid 
entirely within the state.
